out of a world conflagration, when even at the 
period of the Seven Years’ war and the N a­ 
poleonic wars, when we depended upon the

Mayor LaGuardia of New York, speaking 
last week^to a group of clergymen, expressed 
his doubts about being a success as mayor of 
New 
York. 
He found 
him self constantly 
ihe victim of practical politics which made it 
impossible to get results to benefit all the peo- 
ple. 
H e was alway* confronted w ith the alterna­ 
tive of being either a good fellow or a good 
mayor, 
lf he decided to be the first, he was 
compelled to subordinate the interests of the 
city to the selfish interest* of a political group. 
If he decided to be the second, he found him­ 
self hindered and restricted in everything he 
tried to do. 
ll it no wonder that good men, desirous of 
serving their fellowmen, find themselves thwart­ 
ed, and throw down their task* in discourage­ 
ment or disgust. But we should like to inform 
Mr. LaGuardia what he probably very well 
knows, for he is not a novice in politics, that 
practical politics is not a sphere for an ideal­ 
ist. 
It it a sphere only for a diplomatic realist who 
must be satisfied with much less than he would 
desire. 
Every one who ha* been in politics has 
found that out 
This is not welcome philosophy, but it is a 
philosophy to which men will have to conform 
in the sphere of statecraft, whether it be in a 
democracy or in a dictatorship. 
Wherever one 
has to deal with a multitude of conflicting sel- 
jish interests he is compelled to recognize that 
the way to the goal is not along a straight line 
but along a series of tacks or curve*. 
And he 
is the most *ucce.osful statesman who can har­ 
monize these conflicting groups and interests 
for the larger good. 
What surprises us is that Mayor LaGuardia 
has felt the push of forces which he m ust have 
known existed, and is troubled by them. 
It 
is the mark of an honest public official, but 
not of a practical politician. 
How to combine 
the two is the great challenge to every con­ 
scientious officeholder.

Nothing eau destroy 
public confidence in welfare agencies more quickly 
than the discovery th a t it is needlessly cold and 
impersonal. 
But social work cannot be successfully 
administered on an emotional basis either.

mands a blending of two attitudes which ara not 
necessarily antagoniatic. 
This combination la found in the best of tile 
trained professionals.
